To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  196?.  The 
statistical  tables  which  follow  call  for  little  comment  - those  rates  which 
are  generally  taken  to  represent  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  are  all  fav- 
ourable when  compared  with  the  whole  country.  Ones  experiences  with  the 
younger  mem.bers  of  the  population  both  at  infant  v/elfare  clinics  and  in  the 
schools  confirm  that  they  are  healthy  and  well-car ed-f or . 

Building  of  new  Council  houses  continues  steadily  and  private 
building  appears  to  be  increasing,  particularly  in  those  villages  within 
convenient  travelling  distance  of  York,  and  with  sewerage  facilities. 


During  the  year  good  headway  was  made  with  provision  of  modem 
sewerage  facilities  at  Stillington,  and  the  next  improvement  to  be  required 
is  the  modernisation  and  extension  of  facilities  at  Easingwold,  where  the 
present  system  is  proving  inadequate. 


The  County  Council  has  replaced  the  old  village  school  at  Huby 
and  assisted  in  modernisation  of  the  Church  of  England  School  at  Brafferton. 

Plans  are  under  discussion  for  the  provision  of  an  Aged  Persons'  home  and 

health  centre  at  Easingwold,  both  projects  being  highly  desirable  additions 

to  the  amenities  of  the  district.

HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL 


The  Bulmer  Area  Is  the  largest  in  population  of  the  ten  areas  into  which  the  North  Riding 
is  divided,  for  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  Health  Service.  Its  constituent  parts  are 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Easingwold,  Fiaxton,  Thirsk  and  Wath,  and  it  makes  up  the  south  west  corner 
of  the  Riding  with  an  area  of  seme  ifOO  square  miles,  and  a population  of  64,030.  Immediately  to 
the  north  of  Yoric  this  Is  conparatively  dense,  but  away  from  this  suburban  belt,  the  population  is 
more  or  less  evenly  distributed  in  small  townships  and  villages. 

The  Area  County  Offices  at  Easingwold  are  shared  v;ith  Welfare,'  Mental  Health,  Children's, 
Highways  and  Planning  Departments. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  appointments  with  the  four  district  councils,  and  the 
Health  and  Education  Committees  of  the  County  Council. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  available  at  the  County  Hospital,  York,  and  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Northallerton. 


Ambulance  service 

Two  stations  exist  within  the  area,  at  Haxby  and  Thirsk,  and  there  is  co-operation  with 
adjoining  authorities  at  York  and  the  West  Riding.  All  vehicles  are  radio  equipped,  and  in 
addition  to  normal  hospital  and  casualty  work,  a service  is  provided  for  the  Education  and  Health 
Committees.  A number  of  General  Practitioners  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  A1  highway,  which 
passes  through  the  area,  had  become  concerned  with  the  number  of  serious,  often  fatal  accidents 
on  this  road.  They  have,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Council  and  other  authorities, 
devised  a scheme  vjhereby  the  nearest  available  doctor  is  called  to  the  scene  of  the  accident  to 
render  whatever  aid  is  appropriate,  and  the  Rural  c ouncl Is  of  Thirsk  and  Wath  contributed  financially 
towards  the  expenses  of  providing  necessary  equipment  for  this  vrorthvihlle  scheme  to  become  a reality. 

Maternity  & Child  Welfare 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession,  and  in  spite  of  a rising  population,  the  number  of  births 
has  fallen.  This  fall  is  almost  entirely  in  domiciliary  births,  the  hospital  confinements  remaining 
at  a constant  level.  82,5,^  of  the  1,062  births  took  place  in  hospital,  and  there  is  no  reason  to 
doubt  tlrnt  this  percentage  will  further  increase,  with  the  almost  conqjlete  disappearance  of  births  at 
home.  255  mothers,  representing  29,0  of  those  confined  in  hospital,  were  discharged  before  the  10th 
day,  to  be  nursed  by  the  dcanicillary  midwife.  Many  of  these  were  discharged  after  48  hours  from 
the  maternity  hospital.  A new  feature  is  the  G.P.  maternity  unit,  now  established  as  a permanent 
feature  of  the  hospital  service.  These  trends  are  bound  to  lead  eventually  to  a reappraisal  of  the 
role  of  the  domiciliary  midv/ife,  and  it  may  well  be  that  the  answer  will  be  an  entry  of  these  nurses 
into  the  maternity  hospitals  for  a proportion  of  their  working  time. 

The  County  Council  have  three  purpose-built  clinics,  at  Easingwold,  Thirsk  and  Huntington, 
vdilch  are  becoming  Increasingly  used  to  capacity  as  additional  services  are  offered.  Two  further 
clinics  are  proposed,  and  their  provision  will  no  doubt  avralt  an  Improvement  in  the  financial 
circumstances  which  at  the  time  of  writing  are  not  very  auspicious. 


Nursing  Services 

In  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  area,  generalized  duties  nurses  are  en?)loyed  undertaking 
midwifery,  home  nursing,  health  visiting  and  school  nursing.  Where  the  population  is  less  scattered, 
full  time  health  visitors  are  enqjloyed,  with  combined  duties  nurses  undertaking  midwifery  and  home 
nursing.  An  arrangement  has  been  tried  with  midwives  doing  all  the  midv;ifery  in  a large  area  with 
less  qualified  nurses  undertaking  the  general  nursing,  but  difficulties  with  relief  for  the  mldvrtves 
vidien  off-duty  are  experienced.  It  seems  obvious  that  if  midwifery  is  to  survive  in  the  home,  these 
nurses  will  have  to  be  given  duties  in  hospital  to  keep  experienced  in  this  field.

Vaccination  and  Imraunisation 

Previously  any  procedure  in  this  field  carried  out  by  G.Ps  was  paid  for  by  the  County  Council, 
records,  accounts  etc.,  being  dealt  with  in  area  offices.  A con^juter  was  then  used  to  keep  these 

records  centrally,  and  to  deal  with  the  financial  aspect.  No  sooner  had  the  system  started,  when 

payment  to  the  G.Ps  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive  Council,  thus  coii?)llcating  the  system 
further.  In  spite  of  these  vicissitudes,  children  in  the  area  continue  to  be  well  protected,  as  the 
following  table  shows:

Welfare  Foods 

The  supply  of  government  sponsored  viielfare  foods  has  again  declined,  but  in  proportion  to  the 
decline  In  live  births.  For  each  child  bom  In  the  year,  5 tins  of  dried  milk,  13  bottles  of  orange 
Juice,  and  slightly  less  than  1 bottle  of  cod  liver  oil  was  supplied.  Proprietary  brands  of  milk  and 
vitamin  supplements  enjoy  a greater  popularity.

Chiropody 

The  service  enploys  two  part  time  chiropodists  and  operates  from  13  centres.  The  organisation 
of  each  centre  as  far  as  appointments  and  working  is  left  to  the  chiropodist  concerned,  who  uses  the  valuable 
services  of  voluntary  helpers  in  clerical  v^ork,  transport,  ,and  genorclly  Iccklng  after  the  old  people  viho  ere  very 
appreciative  of  the  service.  566  patients  received  treatment  during  the  year. 

Care  and  After  Care 

Apparatus  and  nursing  aids  are  available  on  loan  to  patients  on  a short  term  basis.  Permanent 
provision  of  these  items  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Welfare  or  hospital  service. 

Family  Planning 

Facilities  exist  in  York  for  some  residents  to  attend  sessions  of  The  Family  Planning  Association, 
which  have  also  flourishing  clinics  at  both  Thlrdc  and  Huntington,  in  our  premises. 

Dr,  May  Wyon,  who  attends  the  Thlrsk  Clinic  reports: 

"Family  Planning  is  now  a well  established  part  of  the  N.R.C.C,  clinic  at  Thlrsk.  It  is  open  on  the  first 
and  second  Thursday  evenings  of  every  month,  (7-8  p.m.),  and  on  the  third  and  fourth  Thursday  mornings 
(10-11  a.m,),  vAiich  gives  anple  scope  for  women  to  attend,  whether  they  are  housewives,  or  in  some  other  job. 

"Although  no-one  who  comes  fails  to  see  the  doctor,  we  are  finding  that  more  and  more  are  using  the 
appointment  system,  thus  cutting  down  the  waiting  time  to  a minimum. 

■Examinations  for  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix,  and  of  the  breasts,  are  routinely  offered  to, 
and  invariably  welcomed  by,  every  woman  attending. 

■We  have  146  on  the  register  at  the  moment  and  are  glad  to  see  that  responsibility  for  planning  a family 
is  becoming  accepted  as  the  normal  adult  way  of  attaining  a happy  marriage. 

"We  are  lucky  to  have  a small  group  of  reliable  voluntary  helpers  v<ho  seem  to  enjoy  the  work." 

Cervical  Cytology 

Attendance  of  women  for  this  "cancer  test"  have  fallen  off  greatly  since  the  early  burst  of  enthus- 
iasm. A plan  is  proposed  for  1968  to  ensure  sati sfactojry  publicity  in  part  of  the  area,  with  the  hope  that 
a far  larger  proportion  of  women  v/111  seek  to  have  this  preventive  investigation,  A number  of  G.Ps  are 
now  offering  this  service  too,  and  in  the  long  term  one  can  foresee  that  when  health  centres  are  established 
and  preventive  and  family  doctor  services  are  fully  integrated,  this  type  of  service  will  be  easier  to 
arrange  and  will  probably  find  more  general  acceptance. 

Nurseries  & Child  Minders  Regulations  Act,  1948 

There  has  been  a growth  in  reglstatlon  of  premises  under  this  Act,  Day  nurseries  were  largely  a 
wartime  effort  to  secure  the  maximum  female  labour  force  for  the  country.  Later  many  day  nurseries  were 
closed,  but  some  were  retained  for  mothers  who  had  through  force  of  circumstances  to  have  children  minded 
vjhilst  they  went  out  to  work.  The  present  tendency  is  for  groups  of  people  to  get  together  to  form 
•Play  Groups'.  At  these  sessions,  usually  in  a suitable  hall,  young  children  are  enabled  to  mix  together 
under  supervision  and  derive  some  benefit  from  this.  There  are  at  present  ten  registrations  under  this 
Act,  including  three  premises  run  as  well-equipped  nursery  schools.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Easingwold  Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  196? • 

Virtually  the  whole  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  a few 
isolated  premises,  is  supplied  by  or  within  reach  of,  mains  water  from 
the  Ryedale  Joint  v\/ater  Board.  Most  of  the  houses  in  Brandsby-ctAm- 
Stearsby  are  supplied  from  an  old  private  system  although  the  public 
water  main  passes  through. 


Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Easingwold  extension  scheme  has  been  held  up  by  protracted  negot- 
iations about  the  land  through  which  the  new  effluent  pipe  will  run. 
Submission  of  the  scheme  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
is  expected  in  I968,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a favourable  reply  will  be 
received.  If  approval  to  the  Easingwold  Scheme  is  received,  Raskelf 
Scheme  should  be  submitted  soon  after. 

The  Scheme  for  Stearsby,  which  involves  only  six  properties,  was 
commenced  in  I967  and  should  be  completed  in  early  I968. 

Stillington  Scheme  has  been  well  advanced  during  the  year  and  the 
works  were  in  operation  before  Christmas.  Full  completion  is  anticipated 
in  early  I968, 

A septic  tank  has  been  installed  on  the  sewer  in  Farlington  which 
should  improve  the  condition  of  the  stream. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  196?,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  can 
be  maintained  in  the  following  year  in  spite  of  financial  restrictions. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


a)  Public  Supply. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  apart  from  two 
occasions  in  October  v/hen  a number  of  chlorinated  samples  from  the  public 
mains  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

On  these  occasions  the  chlorinators  v;ere  thought  to  be  rnal  fvinctioning  and 
the  Water  Board  installed  ’stand  by'  units  as  a precautionary  measure. 

It  is  imderstood  that  next  year  the  Board  propose  to  construct  a new  chlor- 
ination plant  at  Kilburn  to  serve  both  the  Cockerdate  and  Kilburn  water 
supplies. 

The  total  consumption  of  v;ater  for  the  district  v;as  208,135 j 000  gallons. 

b)  Private  Supplies. 

1.  Brandsby  Supply. 

Routine  sampling  in  July  and  August  shov/ed  this  supply  to  be  unss-tisfactory. 
The  Estate  cleansed  and  chlorinated  the  main  collecting  chamber  and  the 
suxJply  improved  accordingly.  The  majority  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples 
taken  \\'ere  found  to  be  from  premises  situated  at  the  extremities  of  the 
distribution  area. 

2.  Newburgh. 

Samples  taken  from  this  supply  v/ere  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

3.  Individual . 

The  majority  of  samples  taken  were  from  the  northern  area  of  the  Parish 
of  Yearsley  and  all  v;ere  fovoad  to  be  satisfactory.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Household  refuse  is  picked  up  at  7 to  10  day  intervals  from  all  but 
isolated  properties  av;ay  from  the  public  roads  and  even  some  of  these  are 
given  a limited  service  when  arrangements  can  be  made  to  bring  the  refuse 
to  a road  visited  by  one  of  the  Council's  refuse  wagons.  Disposal  of  the 
refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Crankley  Brick  ponds,  Flawith  Gravel 
Pit  or  a tip  at  Huby  which  was  first  used  in  I966,  Levelling  of  the 
tips  is  done  by  means  of  a tractor  equipped  with  a 'dozer  blade,  and  this 
equipment  is  also  used  for  spreading  soil  covering,  but  heavier  equipment 
has  to  be  employed  from  time  to  time. 

Further  room  for  tipping  is  urgently  needed.  The  existing  tips  will 
not  last  much  longer  and  the  one  at  Crankley  could  v/ell  be  filled  dxxring 
1968  or  1969.  At  the  close  of  the  year  negotiations  were  in  progress  to 
acquire  several  acres  of  land  at  the  Gravel  Pit  between  Flawith  and  Thol- 
thorpe.  If  successful  this  would  ease  our  requirements  for  tipping  space. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  refuse  vehicles  are  also  used  for 
cleansing  ashpits  and  pail  closets  and  this  objectionable  work  should  really 
be  considered  as  part  of  sewage  disposal.  Conversion  of  ashpits  and  pail 
closets  to  V'/.Cs  however,  does  little  to  reduce  the  amount  of  v/ork  as  the 
premises  must  still  be  visited  to  pick  up  household  refuse  after  dustbins 
have  been  supplied. 

SEPTIC  TANKS. 

Our  sewage  tanl^er  originally  purchased  to  service  sewage  works  and 
village  sewage  tanks  also  cleans  out  septic  tanks  to  private  houses  v/here 
sewers  are  not  available.  In  196?  plans  have  been  approved  for  29  new 
septic  taniT.6  involving  31  premises. 

The  many  hundreds  of  tanks  in  the  District  present  a major  problem  in 
servicing  and  the  system  of  cleansing  in  districts  as  originally  adopted 
by  the  Couincil  is  unworkable  with  the  staff  and  equipment  available. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 


All  meat  and  food  inspection  in  the  District  is  carried  out  by  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors.  Meat  Inspection  is  a statutory  duty  of  the 
Local  Authority  under  the  provisions  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations. 
Under  these  Regulations  the  revenue  for  the  year  for  the  meat  inspection 
service  was  £l88.12.  3d. 

The  appended  table  gives  details  of  the  animals  slaughtered  and 
inspected  during  the  year;  59S  visits  being  made  by  the  Inspectors  for 
this  purpose. 


Cysticercus  bovis  was  found  on  two  occasions,  in  each  instance  only 
single  degenerate  cysts  were  isolated. 


During  the  year  2 tons,  8 cwts.  2 st.  11  lbs.  weight  of  meat  and 
offals  virere  found  to  be  diseased  or  unsound  and  were  condemned  and  sent 
for  processing.  A large  proportion  of  the  meat  and  offals  condemned 
was  derived  from  126  animals  slaughtered  in  emergency.

1,  There  are  I30  food  premises  in  the  District  comprising  10  butchers 
shops,  ^?.  confectioners,  grocers  and  greengrocers,  59  licensed  and 
catering  premises,  3 licensed  sports  clubs  and  6 fried  fish  shops.  All 
the  premises  have  mains  water  available. 

2.  Seven  butchers  premises  are  registered  for  sausage  raalcing  etc. 

3.  Eight  dairies  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  bottled  milk,  all  of 
v/hich  is  designated, 

/ 

4,  29  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  ice  cream  premises,  10  to 
dairies  and  208  to  other  food  preparing  premises  during  the  year. 

5*  No  education  courses  in  hygiene  practices  have  been  run;  education 

has  been  limited  to  iDersonal  instruction  during  routing  visits.  Special 
attention  has  been  given  in  respect  of  pre;:!ises  retailing  pre-packed  frozen 
goods. 

6.  All  condemned  meat  and  offals  are  disposed  of  by  digestion  in  a 
modern  jDrivately  ovmed  plant  situated  in  an  adjoining  district.  Other 
foods,  of  v/hich  normally  only  small  quantities  are  condemned,  are  disposed 
of  by  burying  in  the  Coimcil's  Tip. 

7.  There  have  been  no  special  inspections  of  large  consignments  of  food 
daring  the  year. 

8.  No  promises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  in  this 
District;  there  ai-e  44  premises  registered  for  retailing  pre-packed  ice- 
cream. 

9.  Food  Hygiene  Segulations  1953  ~ 1958. 

It  has  been  found  to  be  virtually  impossible  to  carry  out  a set 
programme  of  inspections  viith  the  staff  available,  but  routine  inspections 
have  been  made  mainly  in  conjunction  v;ith  other  aspects  of  the  department's 
work.  All  Informal  liotices  served  have  been  complied  with, 

31  lbs.  of  various  foods  have  been  inspected  at  the  request  of 
canteen  and  shop  managers.  The  food,  upon  inspection  having  been  fovind 
unfit  for  human  consiimption,  v/as  condemned  and  disposed  of  by  burying  in 
the  Council's  tip. 

110  visits  have  been  made  to  school  canteens  and  other  food  preparing 
pi’emises,  and  in  general,  conditions  have  been  satisfactory,  12  unsat- 
isfactory conditions  hcive  been  remedied  aftei’  informal  notices, 

10.  liilk. 

There  are  no  milk  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  District,  and  no  milk 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  l4  visits  wore  made  to  milk  retailers 
premises. 

11.  Bakehouses. 

12  visits  v/ere  paid  to  4 bakehouses  in  the  District,  and  they  have 
been  found  to  be  satisfactory.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 
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RAT  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION, 


Destruction  of  rats  and  mice  at  private  houses  is  carried  oi:.t  on 
request,  free  of  charge.  Business  premises  and  farms  etc.  are  cleared 
on  a yearly  contract  basis. 

131  annual  contracts  were  in  hand  at  the  year  end. 

Sewer  infestations  generally  have  been  light  and  refuse  tips,  reg- 
ularly  attended  to,  did  not  become  seriously  infested. 

315  premises  were  treated  for  infestations  of  rats  or  mice,  4,922 
visits  being  made  by  the  Council's  Officers  and  Rodent  Operator  for  this 
purpose. 


INSECT  PESTS. 

Few  complaints  of  infestations  have  been  received  during  the  year, 
mainly  of  a minor  nature  such  as  wasp's  nests  and  ants.  There  have 
been  no  treatments  of  premises  for  infestations  of  bugs  or  fleas.

26  residential  caravans  have  been  stationed  in  the  District  during 

1967.
